FOREST PROTECTION. 


LAWS FORBIDDING THE DESTRUCTION 


OF TIMBER iN EUROPE. 


Governments Have-Rupert i-,tou Over Frl- 


- vate n^ Well ua Xation.U ami Communal 


I'Lirests—Reforesting Carried on by K-»- 
tabll'ihed Departments. 
Jii Germany tho various governments

Tho other half of tho forest property, 


iu the lisi: <U of piivn.lt> owners, is man- 
aged n.,o:4]y vrithont interference, al- 
though upon methods similar to tho.se 
employed by the government, and by 
trained forester.-;, vrho receive (heir edu- 
cation in MIC of the eight higher and sev- 
eral Icrwer schools of forestry which tho 
various tfuvtrmn >nfs hnve established. 


Tho several j-tate.-j differ in their Laws 


regarding f'.jost-property. Of the pri- 
vate forests 70 percent are without any 
control whatever, while 80 per cent are 
subject to supervision, so far as clearing 
and devastation are concerned. 


The tendency on the part of the gov- 


ernment has been rather toward persua- 
sive measures. Thus iu addition to buy- 
ing up or acquiring by exchange and re- 
foresting waste lands—some 800,000 
acres have been so reforested during tho 
last 25 years—the government gives as- 
sistance to private owners in reforesting 
their was to land. During tho last 10 
years $300,000 was granted in this way. 


In Austria, by a law adopted in 1852, 


not only aro (lie state forests—compris- 
ing less than SO per cent of tho total 
forest area—rationally managed, and 
the management of tho communal for- 
ests—nearly 40 per cent—officially su- 
pervised, but private owners—holding 
about '32 per cent—are prevented from 
devastating their forot property to (be 
detriment; of ad join or?. No clearing for 
agricultural use can be made without 
the consent of tho district authorities, 
from which, hosvover, an appeal to a 
civil judge i.s possible, who adjusts the 
conflict of interests.

The owners may associate themselves 


for the purpose of reforestation and for 
the purpose may then borrow money al 
low interest from tho State Soil Credit 
institution, the forest department con- 
tributing three-fifths of the cost of re- 
forestation TiiKui condition that the work 
is done according to its plans and within 
the time specified by tho government. 


In Russia until lately liberty to cut, 


burn, destroy and devastate was unre- 
stricted, hut iu 1888 a comprehensive 
and well considered law cut off, eo far 
as this can be done ori paper, this liberty 
of vandalism. For autocratic Bussia 
this law is rather timid and is in the na- 
ture of a compromise between commu- 
nal and private interests, in which much 
if not all depends on the good will of 
the private owner. 


A federal law was adopted in Switzer- 


land iu 1870 which gives the federation 
control over the forests of tho mountain 
region embracing eight entire cantons 
and parts of seven others, or over 1,000, - 
000 acres of forest. The federation itself 
does not own any forest land, and the 
cantons hardly 100,000 acres, somewhat 
over 4 per cent of the forest area, two- 
thirds of which is held iu communal 
ownership and the rest 1 -y private own 
ers.Tho federal authorities have supervi- 
sion over .ill cantonal, coraniuiial and 
private forests, so far as they are ' 'pro- 
tective forests,'' but the execution of the 
law iv&tj with the cantonal authorities 
under tho inspection of federal officers,

administration.—Century Magazine.

THK INCOJUJC 
TAX. 


Senators HUI, Gorman and other 


prominent Democrats join Senators 
Sherman, Lodge and other prominent 
Republicans in opposition to an in- 
come tax, showing that on the question 
of taxation as well as of finance there 
is no difference between Democratic 
and Republican leaders. 


Governor Pennoyer of Oregon, who 


was elected as a Democrat in a .Stale 
that for years had a large Republican 
majority, differs with those gentlemen 
on the income tax question. He says 
no fairer system of taxation could pos- 
sibly be devised than that of taxing in- 
comes. Under that system a man pays 
for the support of the Government ac- 
cording to his ability. Under the pres- 
ent system a man pays taxes on what 
he eatrf, driuks and wears. A laboring 
man, not worth a dollar in the world, 
with a family of five persons to support, 
pays nearly five times as much as his 
bachelor neighbor worth a million. It 
is indeed most astonishing that such 
an unjust mode .if taxation could be 
tolerated among an intelligent people. 
Under an income tax a man pays ac- 
cording to his means; a system which 
has the sanction of both common sense 
and honesty. The Kocuaus twenty-four 
centuries ago changed their system of 
taxation from a per capita tax to a tax 
laid upon citizens commensurate with 
their ability to pay and the American 
people should follow their just ex- 
ample. 


Instead of attempting to refute the 


arguments of Governor Pennoyer the 
gold bug papers reffjr to him as a crank. 
They apply that term to everybody who 
dissents in any way from the decrees 
of tho gold combination and think it a 
HutDcient answer for all arguments, 
however reasonable they may be. They 
foolishly fancy that the people believe 
thut every person who dissents from 
the views of Ihe combination and ad- 
vocates a change in the financial policy 
of tho Government that will relieve 
distress and restore prosperity is of 
unsound mind. 


KXIL.KO CUSTOMS OFFICER. 


D. M Cashin WRH one of the customs 


officers in San Francisco four or five 
years ago. He was sworn and paid to 
prevent importers from defrauding the 
revenue by smuggling or under-valua- 
tio-i of goods. He was theoretically in 
favor of protection, and contributed 
regularly to the campaign fund of bis 
party. He descanted upon the advan- 
tages of high tariff, was conspicuous 
in political meetings and apparently 
ono of the most patriotic Republicans. 
Aa principal appraiser of silks, woolen 
and cotton goods, he conspired with 
certain merchants, who were importing 
1 u-h goods, to defraud the reveaue, 
a: ' ,'iile publicly proclaiming pro- 
t 
»a was privately promoting free 


trade for a share of the spoils. How 
long no had been violating his oath and 
enlarging bin purso is not known, but 
one day, o -ving to tho carelessness of a 
drayman, it was accidentally discov- 
ered that packages of goods which Mr, 
Cashiu had appraised as cheap cottons 
wtre high priced silks and wools. He 
fled to British Columbia and there re- 
mains in exile. 


Now the news comes that Mr. Cashin 


dc urea to return to California and is 
eiiJ"uvoringto get the California Hen- 
etorn i :d Representatives in Congress 
to hn.'j the proceedings against him 
dismissed. He is anxious to get back, 
but the fear of an indictment found 
against him in the United States Court 
deters him. The jury might be dis- 
posed to give hi'n his just deserts and 
••estraiu him from participating in San 
> randsco politics for some years, so 
he will not venture back unless the 
Attorney-General o'f the United States 
orders the indictment against him 
quashed. 


CONC.KKSSMAN ON 


TRIALS. 


INDUS- 


Representative Davis of Kansas made 


a careful estimate of the number of In- 
dustrials aud Commonwealerd on the 
way to Washington. He says there are 
over 5,000 men tramping or riding on 
boats and trains toward the Capital. 
He does not believe in the wisdom or 
efficacy of the movement. The remedy 
for the present condition of affairs he 
balieves is in the ballot box, which he 
defines as " recorder opinion." 


Mr. Davis says that by oppressing 


the leaders of Coxey's Army the au- 
thorities have made " swans out of 
their geese." The chief danger from 
the movement will develop when the 
weather becomes too cold for the army 
to camp in the open air. Trouble may 
reasonably be apprehended at that 
time. The estimate of Mr. Davis, if 
correctly reported, is far below the 
actual number of Coxeyites on the 
road. At least 2,000 Industrials have 
left California for the East, but proba- 
bly not one-fourth of that number will 
attempt to reach Washington. Many 
of those were young men who came to 
this coast under the impression that 
g< .d could be picked up in every ravine 
and that chunks of silver could be dng 
out of every hillside. Those men hav- 
ing discovered their mistake took ad- 
vantage of the Industrial movement to 
get back East, and many of them de- 
clared while here that they had no in- 
tention of going to Washington. 
It is 


probable that the number on the way 
to the National capital does not exceed 
the estimate of Mr. Davis, but there is 
certainly five times as many in the 
various contingents of the Industrial 
Army. 


WHAT A CHANGE t 


The Changeling, true to its instincts, 


had some charactistic articles in its 
columns last evening. It suggests ex- 
Congressmen Woodburn and Bartine 
for delegates to the Republican League 
Convention at Denver. Only eighteen 
months ago it opposed the election of 
Mr. Woodburn, who was the nominee 
of the Republicans, for Congress, and 
on alternate days opposed and ad- 
vocated Mr. Bartine's candidacy for the 
Senate. Three months ago on the oc- 
casion of Senator Jones' visit to Ne- 
vada it had only honeyed words for him 
and inaugurated a mid winter campaign 
to impress him. 
Now, because he 


would not be impressed and stultify 
himself by joining the Wall street com- 
bination, it makes it appear that the 
Senator is of very little consequence. 
It sees the most intelligent men in the 
Republican party deserting it because 
of its blind devotion to the gold trust, 
and angered by the sight is, if that is 
possible, more inconsistent than ever 
before. 


NATIONAL IRRIGATION CONGRESS. 


A Contest as to Where it Shall be Held 


The National Irrigation Congress, 


which met in Los Angeles last October, 
decided to hold another session within 
a year from that date. The selection 
of the place for holding the next ses- 
sion was left to the National Executive 
Committee, which consists of twenty- 
one members, one from each of the 
arid States and Territories and two at 
large, the latter being William E. 
Smythe, Chairman, aud Fred L. Alles, 
Secretary of the Committee. Only two 
cities have complied with the require- 
ments. These are Carson, Nevada, and 
Denver, Colorado. Carson offers $1,600 
aud Denver $1,500 to be expended in 
advertising. Both cities agree to pro- 
vide a convention hall, rooms for com- 
mittees and stenographers to take a 
complete record of the proceedings. 


Chairman Smythe now calls for votes 


to determine where the convention 
shall be held. In a circular letter to 
the members, a copy of which has been 
received by General J. E. Jones, the 
member for Nevada, Mr. Smythe elec- 
tioneers strongly for Denver, and uses 
his influence unduly for that city. He 
says he and Secretary Alles have voted 
for Denver, and while he does not ab- 
solutely request the other members of 
the Committee to do so, he indicates 
his preference for that place in many 
ways, and while Le admits the force of 
the arguments advanced by General 
Jones in favor of Carson, he endeavors 
to counteract their effect by methods 
which a person occupying the position 
of Chairman of the 
Committee is 


scarcely justifiable in resorting to.

CALIFORNIA POPULISTS. 


The Platform Adopted at Sacramento. 


The Populist State Convention of 


California adopted a platform of which 
the following are the principle planks : 


It endorses the Omaha platform and 


joins the Farmers' Alliance and Labor 
Congress 
platform in favoring the 


National control of railways, telegraph 
and telephone systems and the uncon- 
ditional repeal of the National Bank 
act. 


It opposes the issuance of Govern- 


ment, State and municipal bonds, and 
favors woman suffrage. 


It condemns all opposition to the 


public Sxiinjol system and opposes the 
Pacific railroad subsidy bill and favors 
foreclosure and operation of roads by 
the Government. 


It favors the prohibition of Chinese 


and Japanese immigration ; the imme- 
diate construction of the Nicaragua 
Canal and favors the management of 
the Nicaragua Canal by the Govern- 
ment. 


It demands that the Legislature re- 


duce the salaries of all State and 
county employes 25 per cent, 
and 


favors 
legislation 
lessening the ex- 


pense in distribution of estates in the 
Probate Courts, and pledges the Peo- 
ple's party candidates if elected, to the 
reduction of State appropriations and 
expenditures of at least 26 per cent, 
below the expenses of the State Gov- 
ernaient for 1892, saving the taxpayers 
two million dollars. 


It favors a return to the payment of 


a regular .salary to all county and 
township ofacers, instead of the fee 
system ; recommends the Ijegislature 
to impose au inheritance tax on all 
amounts over $-20,UOU, the income to be 
devoted to the support of fr.'-v kinder- 
garii;Ui; aud public schools; favors < he 
retention of arid lands and the con-

No person holding any Federal, State 


or municipal oflieu shall be eligible to 
sit in any convention of the People's 
party. A fusion with any party ia op- 
posed.

R. Kittrell and General C. S. Preble, 
were in the convention. The former 
was a Democrat and the latter a Re- 
publican. 


A. 13. Stoddard, in his report sta*es that 
the loss in the graud jurisdiction in 
membership for the year ending De- 
cember 31. 1893, only amounted to 
seventeen. 
This has been entirely 


overcome by a gain in the last five 
months. Twelve members have died. 
He makes a number of recommenda- 
tions concerning changes in the law, 
and reports the finances of the Lodge 
iu the State iu a good condition. There 
are fourteen subordinate lodges iu the 
jurisdiction with a membership of 848. 
Three thousand 
two hundred 
and 


eighty-one dollars iu benefits have 
been paid during the year. For the 
relief of members, $i81 90; for burial 
expenses $-109 15; for current expenses, 
$0,937 34.

BIO M.IN1NO SALK. 


A Big Boom ia Kennedy District. 
The Silver State says one of the most 


important mining sales in the history 
of Humboldt county has juet been con- 
summated at Winneinucca. It was the 
sale of the Imperial mine, millsite and 
water right in Kennedy district by 
Messrs. Kennedy, Benton and Wilkin- 
son to J. F. Wardner. The purchase 
price was $50,000, of which $5,000 in 
cash was paid down, the remainder to 
be paid in regular installments. Ac- 
cording to the terms of the agreement 
entered into between the buyer and 
sellers the new owner must have a mill 
of at lea?t ten stamps in operation by 
the 22d of next September. In case of 
failure to make any of the stipulated 
payments the property, with all im- 
provements 
which 
may have been 


made, reverts to the original owners. 


Mr. Wardner has been prominent in 


mining affairs on this coast for years, 
being very successful in the various 
ventures in which he has engaged. 
Though he bought tne Kennedy mine 
for himself, it is well known that he 
represents wealthy capitalists, who 
will 
doubtless 
spend 
considerable 


money in putting up a^ proper mill for 
the reduction of the ore of the Im- 
perial. In fact, it is said that the 
building of a twenty-stamp mill, with 
latest improvements 
will 
be- com- 


menced immediately. 


Deatli of a Nevada Pioneer. 


Joseph Bouse died in his cabin near 


Lovelock on the evening of May 18th, 
aged 74 years, says the New Era. 


Joe Bouse was a native of Bouse's 


Point, N. Y., where he was born of 
French parentage. He served in the 
Mexican war and lost a finger in one of 
its battles. He went to California in 
an early day, and came to Nevada in 
1862. In the early days of Humboldt 
when " feet" in mining claims were a 
"legal tender" in that county Joe 
Bouse was a celebrated character. He 
was an untiring prospector and located 
many claims in Buena Vista District. 
When "feet" were demonetized Joe 
worked as amalgamator for John C. 
Fall in the Pioneer mill, which was the 
first quartz mill built in Nevada east of 
the Comstock. He was a generous, big 
hearted man, true to friends and prin- 
ciples, and he had hosts of friends 
among the early residents of Union- 
ville. Like thousands of others who 
came to this coast in early days he 
cared not for money except to supply 
his wants and help his friends, of whom 
he bad hosts. No man had a higher 
sense of honor or greater regard for hie 
word than Joseph Bouse.

now i t was too late! I had said that 1 
would not think of those maddening 
events, and here they were rushing pell- 
mell through ray brain.

HOARD OF COUNTY CO. IMISSION- 
ers of Wushoo County, State f Nevada, 
do ordain as follows: 


SECTION 1. It shall bo unlawful for any 
owner, or agent of atij owner, or any other 
person, to loan or rent to any person wh'tt- 
ovor any room or house to bo kept or used 
for purposes of prostitution, or to keep a 
house or ill-fume or resort for prostitution 
anywhere within tho corporation limits- of 
the town of Ke.no, Nevada, <>,xoo|>t in that 
portion of said town oust and south of the 
lire limits, in Block Y, as now established, 
and tho lands south of First Street, north of 
the Truckeo river, and oast of tho lire limits 
as now established. 


Sue. 2. Any person \iolating Section one 
of this ordinance shall be deemed guilty of a 
miisnnco. and upon conviction thereof shall 
be: tlnod in any sum not greater than five 
hundred dollars or be imprisoned iu the 
county jail of Woshoe coinity for not exceed- 
ing; aix months, or by both such fine and im-
